HANNA BY TWO VOTES. 


Fifty People Killed and Itn 


mettse Damage Done by 


a Western Cyclone. 


Alempbis, Tenn,, Jan. 12.—News of one 


of khe most terrible calamities that has 
visited the western country in years has 
just reached this city by a circuitous tele- 
graph route. All this morning communi- 
cation from Fort Smith, Ark., and that 
region had been shut off, the cause being 
unknown. It is now learned that the 
reason was the 
terrible destruction 


wrought by a tornado last night. 


It was 11 o'clock last night that the 


cyclone struck Fort Smith in the middle 
of Garrison avenue. In a twinKling, all 
that part of the town between Twelfth 
street and the western limits of the city 
was wrecked and in ruins. 


Fire broke out in the ruined district a^ 


once after the passing of the terrible gale 


burned with great fierceness. The 
and 
dying and wounded were caught in the 
flames before assistance could reach them, 
and within three hours IS corpses, many 
of them burned and charred had been 
taken out of the ruins. 


It is not yet known how many have 


perished in the Fort Smith ruins. A low 
estimate puts the number at 50. Mauy 
were killed by the falling buildings and 
many mere were burned, the fire depart- 
ment being practically helpjess to do any- 
thing to check the flames' wild course. 


From one boarding house alone that 


went down, in the C5 
rclone 15 lifeless 


bodies were taken out. Scores of dead 
and dying had been taken from the ruins 
at 4 o'clock this morning, and with the 
measre reports so far received to fairly 
estimate the fatality is useless. 


A number of large brick blocks were 


crushed like eggshells. A handsome new 
school house, just completed at a cost of 
?100,OCO was leveled to the ground. 


T': i tornado passed on its way of de- 


si! action in almost the twinkling of an 
eye. It came without warning and while 
the city was sleeping. The scenes of suf- 
fering and horror were indescribable. 
The burning ruins prevented any syste- 
matic work ot rescue, and death was at its 
work before the city could be aroused. 


The tornudo did not stay its work of 


death at Fort Smith, but passed eastward 
toward 
Lit/tie Kock, 
wrecking farm 


houses and farm buildings. It struck 
the town of A!ma, destroying several 
buildings and killing several people. Ke- 
ports of several moro deaths come t.-om 
tha region between Fort Smith and Alma, 


The tornado leveled the wires about 


Fort Smith cutting off telegraphic com- 
munication. The city was lefc in darkness 
by the destruction of the electric light 
wires and poles. 


News from the stricken distr.ct flames' 


in slowly, but enough is known of the 
calamity to make sure that it is one of the 
most terrible ever caused by any storm.

New Ceclford, Mass., Jan. 12.—Nothing 


was accomplished by the state board of 
arbitration en its visit to New Bedford, 
and the situation is practically un- 
changed from what it was before the 
visit of the board. Tuesday afternoon 
the board met with the manufacturers 
and the representatives of the Spinners' 
union at the office of one of the treasur- 
ers, and the situation was generally dis- 
cussed. Several propositions looking 
toward the settlement of the strike were 
made, but 
no 
agreement 
could be 


reached. 


In addition to holding a secret meeting 


the members of the conference were 
pledged to secrecy, a«id at the close of 
the meeting thy would give out nothing. 
The only thing they would say was that 
the visit of the board had not amounted 
to anything, and there was no difference 
in the outlook than before the confer- 
ence. 


According to notices which the board 


of trade had sent out the representa- 
tives of the operatives had expected to 
meet the board of arbitration at the 
board of trade rooms. When the hour 
of the meeting arrived, however, and 
neither the manufacturers, the spinners 
nor the state board had showed up, there 
was a general feeling of discontent. It 
was then learned that the board of ar- 
bitration was in conference with the 
spinners and the manufacturers alone 
to the exclusion of the representatives 
cf the other operatives, and the inference 
was drawn that an effort was being made 
with the manufacturers to effect a com- 
promise. Tiie labor men were outspoken 
"> the effect that' they would not con- 
sider such an arrangement binding upon 
them, and th£?re was an expression of 
considerable 
bitterness against the 


course which the board of arbitration 
had taken. 


The weavers and the carders, at 


their mepti-ng last naght, voted to join 
the strike, and they will come out with 
tbe spinners next Monday. The board 
of trade committee has not yet given up 
the hope that the strike may be averted, 
but the people generally look upon the 
| hopes as forlorn, and the whole city is 


preparing for the battle. 


DEALING WITH A CONDITION.': 


Lowell Manufacturers Explain Why They Had 


to Cut Wages. 


Lowell, Mass., Jan. 12.—The agents of 


the seven mills which have posted 
notices of a reduction have made public 
the following signed statement: "The 
undersigned, local managers of the seven 
principal cotton manufacturing cor- 
porations of this city in which a general 
mluftion of wages is to takp effect next 
Monday, consider that circumstances 
justify thorn in breaking their rule of 
silence upon what they are ordinarily 
accustomed to consider their private af- 
fairs. That portion of the public which 
is interested hae had spro-ad before it in 
the newspapers a large amount of al- 
leged information, most of which is in- 
accurate or otherwise misleading, ac- 
companied by comment, generally from 
persons having no connection or expert 
acquaintance with the textile manu- 
facturing business, who are therefore 
liable to make erroneous deductions, and, 
led away by sympathy, to pass unjust 
jud^m^nts. Tinder these ciroumMtancPs, 
and in view of the threat of a strike 
whirh will, IT entered upon, affect a very 
largo proportion of the people of our 
\Y.holc city, we think It proper to utate 


authoritatively some things which de- 
serve consideration by every one in this 
city wiho is interested either directly or 
indirectly. 


"One would suppose from what is 


locally printed that some new and 
deadly attack upon our employes was 
contemplated by us. This is absolutely 
untrue. There is no s.uch absurd idea as 
the quotation embodied in the rnind of 
any of the, Low-ell mill managers. The 
wage scale to be adopted is not at all a 
horizontal reduction of 10 percent, but is 
in many, if not most, case-s nothing more 
than a return to the schedule of Sep- 
tember. 1893, which prevailed for about 
two years, or until August, 1S95. At the 
last named date an advance ot trom 6 to 
7 percent was made, discounting what 
sec-macl like the dawning of a new pros- 
perity. The pvent proved that the ad- 
vance then given was not justified by 
business conditions. During the year 
ending March, 189S. at •which date an atl- 


1 vance was made, Wnges were in many 


cases lower than it is now proposed to 
cut them. 


"It is not argument, nor deserving a 


serious answer, for anyone, be he mule 


l spinner, or clergyman, or editor, to say 


to us that it is not necessary to reduce 
wages because the seriousness of south- 
| ern competition is exaggerated; or be- 


cause this or that alleged cause of the 
depression Is open to contradiction. It 
is a condition, not a theory, wuh which 
we are obliged, as business men, to deal; 
and we repeat that the condition is be- 
yond the possibility of dispute, except 
by ignorance or rna'Iice. "We are not con- 
sidering the rest of New England, but 
our own Lowell concerns, about which 
we know. 


"The only other remedy for our trouble 


Which has been proposed is curtailment 
of production. This was the only sug- 
gestion made to us by the mule spin- 
ners to whom we recently listened, 
"Well, the memories of Lowell people 
must be short if they do not remember 
the stoppages of the past three or four 
years. More than $1,000,000 have been 
lost by curtailment from the wages of 
our workers within the time named, and 
the result has been—what? Merely to 
stimulate the competition from which 
we suffer today. Contracts for cotton 
cloth do not in these days go about beg- 
ging for takers. 


"That there are in the south many 


mnall mills, filled with old machinery 
e.n3 running on low grade goods, is true 
enough, but also immaterial. The fact 
remains absolutely indisputable that the 
southern mBl of recent date which we 
have most cause to fear as a competitor 
is built on the very best plans that the 
most skilful engineers of New England 
can draw, and the best contractors in 
the country can erect; is filled with tha 
best machinery that America or Eng- 
land can produce; is* officered by able 
men; 
and is turn ing out first-class goods, 


as coarse or as fine as any made in any 
quantity in Lowell, at a living profit, at 
prices which would net a loss to any mill 
in this city. This we know; let who will 
deny it. 


"We invite the careful attention of 


Whom it may concern to the points above 
stated, which in our opinion are all that 
need be considered to determine what 
action should be taken under the cir- 
cumstanced. Poetry &nd eloquence are 
pleasing in their place; unadorned facts 
are what practical men want, and what 
we have endeavored to supply to the dis- 
cussion of the hour, that no one may 
plead ignorance of our position."

in South Williamstown, owned by the 
James Fitzgerald estate, bore early fruit 
in the arrest Monday afternoon of Wil- 
IJam Jones of South Williamstown, '1 he 
warrant was served by Constable George 
Field of that place, whose investigations 
had led him to believe that Jones WES the 
guilty man. Jones was arraigned before 
Judge Tenuey and pleaded not guilty to 
the charge of firing a barn. He wanted 
time to get counsel and the hearing was 
sec for Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock in 
the police court room. 


When the time for trial arrived the 


room was packed, the presence of many 
South, Williamstown people showing that 
there was much interest in the case in 
. that rjart of the town, Jones is a young 


farmer who lives ou one of the South 
WHliamstown farms owned by the Fitz- 
gerald estate. The burned barn was on 
nother farm, but was filled with hay 
which Jones cut on shares, he having one 
third. The hay was insured for fa a ton 
and it was claimed that Jones burned the 
barn as an easy way of disposing of the 
hay. 


Lawyer C. J. Parkhnrst of North Adams 


appeared for the defendent. John Fitz- 
gerald testified as to the barn, its location, 
contents, etc. He said the barn was worth 
$500 or $600 and that he had f 200 insurance 
on his share of the hay. Thomas Austin, 
who works for James McLean, spent the 
evening of January 1 at Mrs. Rhodes' and 
on his way home saw by the bright moon- 
light a man coming along the road near 
Clark rsorthup's place. This man when 
he saw Austin turned out into a field. 
Austin did not know who he was. Edward 
McLean and Hugh Rhodes testified to 
seeing tracks Sunday morning which led 
toward and from the burned barn and 
along the road to Mrs. Rhodes' house'- 
Constable Field said he made a careful 
investigation of these tracks and took 
measurements. They correspond exactly 
to Mr. Jones' boots, which were produced 
in court. Mrs. Melina Rhodes testified 
that Jones came to her house between 11 
and 12 o'clock on the night of the fire and 
wanted her boys to go with him to the 
fire, wnichtbey did. Afterwards she was 
told by. Jones that he was afraid he would 
be suspected of setting the fire because 
his hay was insured. 


This closed the evidence for the state 


and Mr. Parkhurst moved for the dis-' 
charge of the defendant, but Judge Ten- 
ney preferred to hear the evidence for the 
defense, which was given by Mr. Jones 
and his wife, and George Smith, who 
works tor, them. Mr. Jones testified that 
he was in bed and asleep when his wife, 
who was up with a sick child, woke him 
at about 11 u'clock and said there was a 
fire. He got up and went to the fire with 
Bert Rhodes and Ed. Todd. He wore the 
boots which made the tracks that were 
regarded as so significant by the prosecu- 
tion He did not turn into the field at 
Northup's, He would not have sold the 
bay for less than .®7 a ton. Mrs. Jones 
substantiated her husband's testimony so 
far as all that occurred at the house was 
concerned. Mr. Smith, the hired man, 
got up when the news of the fire came, 
but did not go to the fire and had not had 
much to say about it, as he "wanted no 
part in any possible lawsuit." ''It's no 
nice job," said he to Mr. Parkhnrst, "to 
get up and be picked by these devilish 
lawyers." The case was closed without 
argument and the defendant was dis- 
charged.

To those people who think that a small 
hotel "properly conducted" can be made 
to pay in Williamstown, I would say that 
it can be made to pay, providing it gets 
enough business, but not without that.

A French statistician has just drawn up 


an interesting document; showing at vari- 
ous periods in what time certain frontier 
towns could be reached from Paris. 
Tho 


yearb chosen arc HS5U, 1782, 1834, 1S54 and 
1897. 
In 1650 it took five days to go from 


Paris to Calais. One hundred and thirty- 
two years later, in 1782, the duration of 
the journey hod been reduced to GO hours. 
In 1831 it had fallen to £S hours and in 
1854 to G hours 40 minutes. Today one of 
the boat expresses takes 3 hours 42 min- 
utes. 


The journey to Strassburg took S18 hours 


in llioO, 108 hours in 17'J2, 10 hours 40 
minutes in 1854 and today a matter of 8 
hours SO minutes. 


Tho difference for Marseilles is still 


more phenomenal. From 15 days in 1050 
the duration of tho journey wag roclucRcl 
to 80 hours in lb;M, and today it takes 12% 
hours. The distance from Paris to Bay- 
onne two centuries ago touk ;i88 houis. 
Today it occupies 11 hours 11 minutes. 
Brest can be re.-iched in 113 hours 37 min- 
utes, while in 1050 it took 270 hours. 
Finally, for Havre, 07 hours was consid- 
ered quick traveling in 1050. It took 15 
hours in 1782 and 17 hours in 18M. To-

THIS FANATICAL SECT. 


An Ignorant and Intemperate Irnpoitor 


Who Victimized Many Member* of JJe- 
ipoctablo Families In Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. 


An article published in The Republican 


concerning a certain fanatical sect in Con- 
necticut brought to the minds of some of 
tho older residents in this vicinity another 
sect of religious, or, better, irreligious, 
fanatics who once existed in tho adjoining 
town of Quilford and in Leyden, Mass., 
tho descendants of whom are members ot 
respectable families in those towns und in 
Hrtittloboro and other towns near by. Tho 
followers of tho scot in question were 
called Dorrilitp«, from tho name of their 
loader, William Dorril, nnd their conduct 
during tho few years that the sect existed 
forma an indopomlont chapter in the his- 
tory of local organmttions. 


William Dorril was an Englishman, and 


Is said to have been born in Yorkshire, 
England, March 15, 1752, although some of 
his grandchildren fix the date of his birth 
from four to six years earlier. He enlisted 
in tho British army under General Bur- 
goyno, but deserted in tho march across 
country, and after spending a number of 
years in various places he went to Loyden 
about 1794, where ho got possession of the 
farm known as tho Dorril form on Fnzzlo 
hill. This farm is now owned by the 
widow of James Sbattuck, and is situated 
just south of the Quilford line. Dorril 
was powerfully built and was a fluent 
speaker, and although ho could neither 
read nor write he had a wonderful mem- 
ory, and after hearing his wife read the1 
Bible he could "quote Scripture by the 
yard." 


Soon after going to Leydon he began 


preaching the doctrine that man should 
not eat of flesh and should not causo the 
death of any living creature or make use 
of anything procured at the expense of 
life. Ho proclaimed himself to be the Mes- 
siah of his generation and set at naught 
all the doctrines of the Bible. Ho pretend- 
ed to be possessed of supernatural power, 
and that, as he was armed with attributes 
of the Doity, it was beyond the power of 
human arm to do him injury. He gained 
followers from tho start, and soon num- 
bered among them respectable people from 
all sections of tho country round about. 
They put off their leather shoes, which, 
contrary to Dorril's teaching, were znada 
at the expense of life, and had others mado 
of woou or cloth. Dorril's shoes, made 
ijtom solid blocks of wood, are now on ex- 
hibition at the museum at Deerfleld. 


Meetings wore held once a week, at 


which worship consisted in eating, drink- 
ing, singing, dancing, fiddling and listen- 
ing to the promulgation of 
Dorril's 


"confession ,of faith." 
The Dorrilitea' 


property was common stock and was 
placed in the bands of the treasurer, Amos 
Burroughs. 
Concerning the mesmeric 


power of this arch impostor the interest- 
lag story is told that at one of the meet- 
ings Dorril declared to one of his followers 
that ho was able to crawl through a solid 
log from one end to the other. Having mes- 
merized his victim he proceeded to crawl 
along the top of tho log, when his victim, 
seized with a sudden desire to strike tho 
log, presumably to wntch the effect of the 
sound upon the msn inside, grabbed a 
club which lay at hand and brought it 
down with terrific force upon Dorril's 
back. Dorril never repeated the operation 
of crawling through a log. The adherents 
to Dorril's doctrine were scantily clad, 
and when upon ona occasion a march 
through several towns was planned tho 
citizens, who bad by thig time become 
thoroughly disgusted, armed themselves 
with beech withes, and the march was 
speedily abandoned. 


The influence of Dorril over tho moro 


respectable of his followers began to wano 
about 1798, principally because of his in- 
temperate habits, and the last meeting of 
the sect took place during that year. Dor- 
ril opened with music, and at length be- 
gan to proclaim his immunity from bodily 
weakness, stating that no arm could hurt 
his flesh. At that point one of bis hearers, 
Captain Ezekiel Foster, of massive frame, 
rose indignant at this blasphemy, and 
with one blow of his fist knocked Dorril 
to the ground and repeated the operation 
as often as tho blasphemer arose. 
Dorril 


begged for mercy, and at the command of 
Captain Foster he renounced his doctrino 
before his astonished followers. Chagrined 
and ashamed to bo thus duped, the latter 
departed to their homes, and Dorril prom- 
ised upon penalty of his life never again to 
impose upon them. 


For nearly 50 years after Dorril con- 


tinued to livo iu Leyden, but he drank 
liquor habitually, which so increased his 
infirmities that for many years he was ono 
of the town'a paupers. At regular inter- 
vals he would go to the middle town of 
Leyden and procure a quantity of liquor, 
become intoxicated on the way homo and 
crawl into a hole in the side of the moun- 
tain and go to sleep. So often was he seen 
there by passersby that the place was called 
Dorril's cave, and it is known as such to 
tho present day. The wooden bottle of one 
gallon capacity In which he carried his 
1'quor is still a valued relic owned by one 
of his grandchildren. Dorril died Aug. 
28,1846, of starvation, having fasted with- 
in a few hours of 40 days.—Springfield 
Republican.

"He will smoke it for 
three or four months and then he will 
complain bitterly that the manufacturers 
are adulterating it with cheap tobacco, 
and he will make a change, noes the to- 
bacco change? Why, yes, a very little bit, 
but not enough for him to detect the dif- 
ference. Ic has happened that when he 
complains the loudest aboub it the tobacco 
is tjie besfc. 
The explanation is simple — 


tie gets tired of a brand in about three 
months, and then it doesn't taste right to 
him. That is true of many smokers. 
To 


enjoy their tobacco they need a change oc- 
casionally.

He wanted good cigars, 
and he wanted them strong. He was not 
cranky about their shape or make so long 
as they smoked easily.

What a difference thearrangement of 


proper dishes makes In digestion as well 
as appetite. Now, there4»al ways a rea- 
son back ot everything, and you may be 
assured that thte Is particularly true ol 
the serving of food. In all first-class 
dining1 rpoma, public or private, certain 
kinds of food are served with, other 
certain kinds of food, and, as you are 
still a, young housekeeper, I am going 
to prescribe foir you. 


Now, 
when you are fortunate enough 


to have a. friend send you a haunch of 
venison or a pair of wild ducks, you will 
find that cranberry sauce«or currant Jel- 
ly will give Just the rigrht reHsh. 


With roast turkey you will of course 


serve cranberry sauce, but tor a boiled 
turkey have oyster sawce and currant 
jelly. Boiled 
fowls are best 
when 


served with bread sauce or onion, sauce 
and plenty of It. 


English cooks will tell you to have a 


tureen, of caper sauce with mutto-n and 
mint sauce with lamb. 


In nine cases out of every ten men 
',-ill order "roast beef rare"'iiwpreference 
to anything' else, and it is much nicei 
if tomato sauce and horse radish ac-, 
company it. 


Many people do not eat perk in any 


form, but a goad roast is generally 
liked, especially when apple sauce is 
served with it. Roast veal is best with 
mushroom sauce, but those who like 
acid relishes may prefer 
cranberry 


sauce; either will prove appetizing. 


With fish I should advise a white sauce 


made from milk, thickened with a. little 
flour, and butter, salt and pepper. 


A boiled blue fish with lemon sauce is 


delicious, while a baked fish should have 
a cream sauce "With sliced cold boiled 
epgs in it. 


Mackerel, either boiled or broiled, 


should be garnished with parsley, with 
side dishes of pickles OT olives. 


Egg sauce is the proper one for fresh 


salmon, and mushroom sauce for broiled 
shad.. 


Many kinds of fish are rather taste- 


less, and lemon juice makes a pleasant 
addition to all such. Slices of lemon put 
in the cream, sauce and a few drops of 
the juice added improve it very much. 


There are many sauces which I cannot 


tell you about here, but of those you will 
learn as you advance in the cook's art, 
for art it is. 


One thing you must be careful about, 


and that Is to have all your sauces free 
from lumps; strain them just before 
serving, and be quite sure that they are 
piping hot when, sent to the table; a 
sauce just warm Is as bad as lukewarm 
coffee. 


I am preparing a list of breakfast 


dishes which I think may prove of use 
to you. I find more prescriptions are 
needed for this first meal of the day than 
for any other, and I do believe this 
should be the most tempting meal. You 
know there is a fad among some people 
at present to do away with breakfast 
all together, declaring that people would 
be much, better, have leas dyspepsia and 
half a dozen, other good results would fol- 
low if nothing was taken into the stom- 
ach until 11 o'clock In the forenoon. I 
tried it myself for four months, and my 
advice is "Dont," with a big D.

MACHINES THAT WILLSEND PICTURES 


OVER TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


They Are Not Wholly Successful In Splto 


of Frequent Claim* to Perfection, aurt 
Every Inventor Still Has a Chuuce—How 
the I.ati-st Contrivance Works. 


By and by somo inventor is going to ac- 


tually jnnkc a iniifliino which will send 
pictures by telegraph. 
Ever since Profess- 


or Kli^ha Gray brought out the telauto-

on the idea. If Professor Gray could send 
handwriting by telegraph, reproducing 
the lines accurately at a distance of hun- 
dreds of miles, it seemed tho easiest thlni^ 
in thn world to adapt tho machine so thnb 
it could bo used to send tho lines of a pic- 
ture. 


But tho inventors have boen working 


fur more than five years on the problem, 
and although they seem to bo almost us 
numerous as the men with automatic car 
couplers used to be the task is still unfin- 
ished. Oh, yes, the claim that the thins; 
had been done hns been made ninny times. 
Every few months a now inventor comes 
to tho front and is featured by the news- 
papers. 
Sometimes facoimiles of the 


pictures which have been txnt by xvire are 
reproduced. But you co not know of any 
great journal which receives and uses pic- 
tures sent by telegraph, do you? A ma- 
chine that really could do this would be 
eagerly seized by the papers which make a 
specialty of illustration, and it would be 
widely useful in otbei ways. 


Tho latest claimant for rewards in this 


line of invention is Ernest A. Hummel of 
St. Paul. He has been recently starred 
both in tho west and in the east, and his 
machine has been heralded as entirely 
practical. It seems to have its limitations, 
however. 


Mr. Hummel is a young manufacturing 


jeweler and says ho has been working for 
two years on his contrivance. It does not 
differ materially from one which was test- 
ed last November, tho inventor of which 
was Dr. \V. P. Dun Lany of Cleveland. 
The picture sending machine is about as 
large as an ordinary sewing machine and 
consists of a transmitter and a receiver. 


In order to send a photograph the por- 


trait is copied on a sheet of block tin, but 
instead of using ordinary ink tho lines are 
drawn with a solution of shellac in alco- 
hol. This liquid can be applied with a 
pen or brush and produces a picture with 
raised lines. The tin plate is then fastened 
on a bed which moves back and forth like 
the bed of an old fashion press. From tho 
transmitter projects an arm, to which is 
fastened a tempered steel point. 
This 


point rests on the plate and while it 
touches tho tin the electric circuit is open. 
Wherever the point comes across a shellac 
line it is raised and the circuit is broken. 


At the other end of the wire the process 


is reversed. A blank sheet of paper takea 
the place of the tin on the movable bed, 
and instead of the steel point a sharpened 
pencil rests over tho papor. Whenever the 
circuit is broken, tho pencil point prossoa 
on tho moving papor underneath and 
makes a line. 
"When the circiii!; is closed 


again, it leaves the paper. 
Each timo the 


paper passes under the pencil once it ia 
slipped up one thirty-sixth of an inch, so 
that on tho nest trip the pencil makes 
lines in a plane just below the first marks.

THE LORE OF EGYPT. 


A BOSTON WOMAN WHO ACQUIRED IT 


WITH STRANGE FACILITY. 


Mr. de Koven Says Wagner Did Not 


Found a School of Music. 


With :ill his genius, with all his over- 


whelming individuality and influence, 
Wagner did not succeed in founding a 
school. 
Ho left followers aud imitators, 


but no successor, and this fact more than 
any other points and emphasizes tho ex- 
traordinary tendency to individualism in 
modern art. 
A successor to Wagner, who 


would follow strictly along tho lines lie 
laid down, is improbable, if not impossible, 
because composers arc not often equally 
great as poets and musicians, and it was 
the intensely closo corelation between 
text and music which was tho groat fea- 
ture, ths great novelty, the great power 
and strength of Wagner's work. If we ad- 
mit this fact, if we allow that a Wagn«r, 
like a Kapoleon, occurs once within a 
cynic of centuries, and also admit—as ob- 
viously we must—that the composers of 
tho present day are hopelessly, almost ser- 
vilely, under his influence (another Wag- 
ner is hardly immediately possible), are 
wo not forced to the conclusion that this 
influence of an overwhelming personality 
is responsible for the present undoubted 
stagnation in operatic production, and has 
therefore bean subversive and hurtful both 
to opera in particular and to the best in- 
terests of musical art in general? 


Can we indeed say thavwa are richer in 


genius arid promise in opera since Wagner 
destroyed our operatic theories, and in 
pushing his own theories to an extreme of 
development set up an impossible and im- 
practicable standard of operatic construc- 
tion? It is not at all inconceivable that 
had Wagner lived he himself would have 
recognized that he had indeed pushed his 
theories to an impracticable extreme, and 
evidences aro not wanting in "Parsifal" 
that he had arrived at this conclusion.— 
Reginald de Koven in Soribner's.

Actually—well, just 
how the machine would work at such a 
distance is yet to bo demonstrated. 


The portraits thus produced must neces- 


sarily be made up of lines, long and short, 
drawn horizontally. No vertical linos, 
none that are oblique or curved and no 
shading can be clone by this machine. Tho 
pouril begins at the top of tho picture, and 
by building up a series of parallel lines 
gives soino idea of tho copy, but not such 
a picture as would bo an ornament to tho 
pages of any newspaper. 


Dr. Dun Lany's machine has somo fea- 


tures that seem to bo better than this later 
contrivance. Instead of using a fiat mov- 
able bull, ho has adopted tho idea of the 
cylinder press, and has his copy and his 
receiving blnnl; fastened on a revolving 
cylinder instead of on n bed which goes 
back and forth. Instead of a sheet of block 
tin, ho draws his pictures on a zinc plato 
with nonconductivo paint. His pictures, 
instead of being composed of a series of 
horizontal lines, are made up of vertical 
linos. But the Hummol mfichino could bo 
in ado to produce work of this Kind. 
Tho 


operation of tho tracing points and pencils 
of both machines aro controlled by delicate 
and complicated clockwork arrangements 
and small electric motors.

tology not because of any outside influ- 
ence, but from a natural and irresistible 
impulse for which she is no more able to 
account than any of her friends. 


Even her appearance is Egyptian. 
She 


is tall, pnlo and spirituelle, and tho art 
students who noticed her in the Boston 
museum spoke of her as"tho reincarnated 
Egyptian princess." Not long ago an 
artist who had seen her photograph in an- 
other city wroto for permission to use it as 
a model for an Egyptian princess in a pic- 
ture on which he wus at work. 
From a 


child she has never cared for any flowers 
except the water lily, and it was not until 
sho had begun her study of Egyptology 
that sho realized that her favorite flower 
was tho sacred lotus of Egypt. 


Where did sho got this intuitive knowl- 


edge of ancient Egyptian history? How is 
it sho was able to read almost at sight tho 
hieroglyphics which students spend years 
in deciphering? The theosophists would 
say that it is undoubtedly a case of rein- 
carnation.

"THE MAN OX THE 


Under the above caption the Detroit 


Journal answers a question that has been 
much discussed in this vicinity the past 
few days, the execution of both O'Neil 
and Durrant and their firmness in meet- 
ing death and declaring their innocence 
to the last, having given rise to the ques- 
tion of how such conduct is possible. The 
Journal says that spectators at capital 
executions always express surprise at the 
fortitude exhibited by the condemned 
person on the scaffold. Accounts of hang- 
ings are the same in this respect—the as- 
tonishing courage of the criminal, who 
never flinched when the rope was put 
about his neck, We read in ttm descrip- 
tions of the hanging ot Durrant—an un- 
doubted murderer and a liar up to his last 
breath—such phrases as these: "He save 
such an exhibition of coolness and nerve 
as has seldom been seen under like cir- 
cumstances." "Protesting hia innocence 
as calmly as if addressing an assemblage 
of friends on some ordinary topic." "His 
voice was firm and he stood as solidly as 
a rock." "Prison officials enthusiastic in 
praise of Durrani's nerve." 


This is the customary story. Be the 


condemned person what he may, inno- 
cent or guilty, young or old, educated or 
ignorant, man or woman—invariably the 
record is to the same effect. The coward 
and the brave man differ only in this, that 
the brave man bears up constantly from 
the hour of condemnation to that of 
death; the coward whimpers and breaks 
down, but at the last scene assumes an air 
of bravado and takes the dio:>withan 
appearance of unconcern. In all accounts 
of executions, from those of religious 
martyrs, political prisoners, military con- 
demnations—wfiich list embraces many 
of the noblest characters of history, down 
to the vilest, most outrageous of crimi- 
nals—the actions at the final moment in 
nearly every case are the same. A cour- 
ageous presence is exhibited in so many of 
them that it may be taken to bo the ordi- 
nary and natural trait. 


Joan of Arc shrank from the stake be- 


cause a condemnation to it seemed to 
imply peril to her soul. But the tortui-es 
of the fire did not prevail over her femi- 
nine timidity, and she died bravely. So 
did Marie Antoinette, although countless 
Frenchmen reviled her with cries of "A 
bas la tyrannic" as she passed to the 
guillotine. Mary Stuart died with heroic 
bravery. 
Even when the executioner 


first struck her on the skull, inflicting a 
horrible wound, she did not shrink or 
groan. Two more blows were necessary 
to dispatch her. They have a monument 
in the garden of the Luxembourg at 
Paris, on the spot where Marshal Ney 
fell. It represents him as he stoud at the 
moment of hia execution, with his right 
hand pressed to his heart, exclaiming, 
"Vive la Prance! Fellow soldiers, fire 
here!" 


Here are instances of women, some 


tenderly nurtured, of high degree; some 
of the simple, unaffected habits of peas- 
ant birth. They meet death with the 
game fortitude as the soldier denominated 
•'the bravest of the brave." All were 
conscious of their innocence, of the in- 
justice oC the decree of death, of the 
conviction that posterity would set them 
right. 
If we suppose such 
thoughts 


buoyed up their spirits at the last mo- 
ment, what shall be said of the malefactor 
who, as human justice runs, feel that his 
deeds have earned the death, and yet ex- 
hibits on the scaffold the sa me fortitude 
as the honest, the upright, the well de- 
serving, whose names are inscribed among 
the world's heroes. 


If it is courage that buoys up the in- 


nocent to undergo an ignominious deathj 
what is it that sustains the malefactor as 
he faces the ordeal with the halter 
around his neck ? The answer is not bard 
to find; the bold demeanor is due to that 
mental state which changes fear into 
despair, and despair into resignation- 
When men fear they tremble and they 
fly. When they despair, and lift's pros- 
pects vanish, if there remained freedom 
of action they might fight to the end. 
There are in history many case? of the 
bravery of despair that has preserved 
armies in the hopeless situations and 
crowned the weak into victory. But 
when the scaffold has 
been ascended 


hone ot release is gone. When the in- 
evitable moment arrives what avails a 
cringing demeanor? 
The thought o 


destiny fills the soul, the terrors of the 
present and of the hereafter vanish, and 
in nearly every cose the culprit avows the 
rjelief that repentance will make good 
his entrance into a celestial home. This 
is the mental condition which controls. 
It is not bravery; it is resignation. Nor 
should it be lauded as an indication of a 
manly spirit.

Miss Voorhies had been the favorite 


niece of the rich turfman, and with her 
mother had accompanied him in his ex- 
tensive trips through the west in fcis pri- 
vate car. Since the death of his wife he 
bas been constant in his attentions to the 
beautiful young Kentucky woman, but 
the rumors of their engagement bad boon 
so often denied that the marriage was a 
surprise to Kentucky people when it did 
occur.

Manhattan Club Men Now Fully Awake 


U> Their Paril— Will Croker Go Into the 
Metropolitan?— The Villon League »nd 
Its Wnltlnc IJst. 
\ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.— [Special.] — Mem- 


bers of the Manhattan club nro no longer 
saying it is nonsense to think that Croker 
moans to damage their organ izatiort. At 
Kast whenever they do say anything of 
that sort it is with heartbreaking mental 
reservations. 


The lust shadow of doubt regarding this 


wns swept away by the announcement 
that the New York Athletic clubhouse had 
been purchased for tho Democratic club's 
new homo. It is truo that no very exten- 
sive bt'cession from the Manhattan club 
luid yet taken place, but the defection has 
begun, and It is fully oxpootetl that it will 
continue. Though it may be comparative- 
ly small at first it will grow as time passes. 


Croker auil the Metropolitan. 


It was announced by one of tbo newspa- 


pers here a day or two ago that Mr, Cro- 
kcr's next move in the olub lino will be to 
join the Metropolitan, often spoken of as 
tho Millionaires' club. So far nothing au- 
thoritative has been given to tho public 
concerning this rumor, but such a move 
on Crater's part would not lio surprising. 


Ho has lonfc bad sochil aspirations, and 


it is remembered that one feature of tho 
squabbles between him and Pulitzer a few 
years ngo was tho publication in detail by 
Tho Y/orld of tho Croker social aspirations 
and their failure. It wns then stated that 
Croker tried to get into tho charmed cir- 
cle by hanging on to the coattails of 
Bourke Cochran, one of tho fp\v Tammany 
men at that time considered fit associates 
l,y tho sooinl elect of this ciiy. If Croker 
getb in through the Metropolitan club, it 
la understood that William C. Whitney 
and B. T. Wilson, -whoso sons havo been 
appointed to honorary positions under 
Tomnjany, will help him. 


These gentlemen probably have tho pow- 


er to put Mr. Croker through. Certainly 
If all that has boon said concerning the 
favors he has promised the Metropoiiwui 
Traction company, in which Mr. Whitney 
is largely interested, bo true, there onght 
to bo no hesitancy in granting any wish 
regarding social aid which Mr. Croker may 
express. 


Origin of the Metropolitan, 


Tho Metropolitan club is the youngest 


of New York's famous social organiza- 
tions. It -was founded in 1891. 
Accord- 


ing to tho stories current that year, its or- 
igin was duo to spit€. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, whoso name is occasionally seen in 
the newspapers today, was then and had 
been for years a prominent member of tho 
old and aristocratic Union club. He pro- 
posed the name of John King, then presi- 
dent of the Erie railroad, for membership 
in that organization. Morgan had not the 
slightest idea that there would be any ob- 
jection to Mr. King, but when his name 
came up for election STO members dropped 
black balls into the box. 


Whether this was tho real cause of the 


Metropolitan's formation or not it is cer- 
tain that Morgan was decidedly angry at 
tbo rejection of his friend, and, contrary 
to his general custom, said so much about 
it that his annoyance became known to 
tho newspaper reporters, and the whole 
thing was published to the world. Mr. 
Morgan's friends said that it was not so 
much Mr. King's rejection as the manner 
thereof that bored the emperor of consoli- 
dation. Mr. King's name, they said, was 
posted as a candidate for a long time, and 
it would havo been easy for any one who 
objected to him to state the fact to tho 
board of governors. Then the Dame might 
havo been withdrawn and Mr. King saved 
the humiliation of being blackballed. 


The Metropolitan olub house stands at 


the corner of Fifth avenue and Sixtieth 
street on a plot of land that was once part 
of tho Hainersley estate, over which there 
was so much litigation bewoen the family 
of Louis Harnersley and his widow, who 
afterward married the Duko of Marlbor- 
ough and being widowed the second time 
contracted a third connubial alliance with 
one of the Beresfords. The clubhouse is a 
truly magnificent structure, and the olub 
has been successful ever sinco it was form- 
ed. It is in its annex, built for the use of 
the wives of the club's members, shut. Ibe 
new Seventy-five in Kew York society 
give their informal dances. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
Metropolitan's 


success, the Union club still flourishes and 
membership therein is as of eld a certifi- 
cate of social standing. Even Pierre Loril- 
lard, the maker of snuff and fine cut chew- 
ing tobacco, wbo is about to retire perma- 
nently to England, purposes retaining his 
connection vrith tho Union. 


The tTnion leacme Club. 


It has already been pointed out in this 


correspondence that the relation of the 
"Union League club to the Republican 
party and that of tbo Manhattan club to 
the Democratic party have been practically 
similar for many yoars. Should the Man- 
hattan club po in ton decline this similarity 
will cease. The Union League club was 
never more prosperous than now. Its 
membership of 1,700 was reached years 
ngo, and tho book of candidates contains 
400 pages, inscribed on the average witb 
five names not yet acted upon. Thus there 
are about 2,000 on tho Union League 
club's "waiting H=I-_" »nil Union League 
r.icn say it is constantly growing longer. 


Many of those who cannot be admitted 


because tho limit has been reached are as 
much desired by tho club as membership 
ia coveted by them, and the question of 
extending tho limit has been brought up 
more than once of late. 
But this is not 


likely to bo done, since, while the club- 
house is a spacious one, its capacity is often 
tflirci to the utmost by tbo present mem- 
bership. 


Tho Union League club was formed in 


1803 
by tho active men in tho United 


States sanitary commission. The civil WOT 
was then raging, and none wag eligible to 
ndmlbsion who did not subscribe heartily 
to tho poli'ijy of the government iu carry- 
ing on hostilities. Ifc thus came about that 
practically Republicans only were mem- 
bers, and in time p.'irty fealty took the 
place of loyalty to the government as one 
c£ tho tests for membership of the club. 


Some Union League members, however, 


switched off lor Cleveland when ho was 
prnnriiited the first time, and there is now 
quite a proportion of low tariff men in 
tho club. It is this ttato of things that 
led Mr. Croker, when speaking of tho 
Manhattan club some days ago, to term 
tho Union Lcngue a Mugwump organiza- 
tion.

TO BE ENFORCED BY WAKBHIPS. 


Booh Action Would Precipitate a Crisis In 


Cuban Aflfcirs—Would Spaia Fight or Fay 
Up?—Speaker Keed Said to Favor the 
Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. —[Special. ]—There 


are significant hints in highoflkial circles 
that before many weeks Imvo passed there 
may be a surprise in the Cuban question. 
While It is no doubt truo President Mc- 
Kinley intends ultimately 10 intervene be- 
tween Spain and the insurgents, the latest 
plan for bringing the Madrid government 
to time takes another form. I am able to 
say upon positive information that for 
gome time the state department has been 
collectiug all the claims ponding nguinst 
Spain for damage to the property or per- 
sons of American citizens in Cubit, includ- 
ing the Ruiz claim, which amounts to 
$100,000, for the persecution of that mnn 
while a prisoner near Havnna, death be- 
ing the result. It is hinted that after a 
time the president will tuke up all thc.se 
claims, make a demand for their payment, 
and upon Spain's refusal or neglect the 
method recently used by Germany with 
such success against Haiti will bo adopted. 
In other words, warships will bo sent to 
Cuba to collect the indemnity. 


The President's Policy. 


Whether or not the plan hns gone as far 


as this in the president's mind may well 
be doubted. 
Mr. McKinlay is conserva- 


tive. He Jong ago laid out his Cuban 
poliey upon moderate lines. His intention 
was to take one step after another toward 
bringing Spain to a realization of the 
truth that her hold upon Cuba is practi- 
cally lost forever. It was the president's 
plan to turn the screw again and again, to 
bring the matter nearer and nearer a crisis, 
in the hope that ultimately Spain would 
accept the inevitable without recourse to 
war against the United States. The presi- 
dent has believed the day would como in 
wiioh Spain would be willing to retire 
from Cuba if only the way were afforded 
in which she oould do without too great 
sacrifice of pride. To afford this opening, 
by means of a war indemnity to ho paid 
by Cuba with the guarantee of the United 
States, this guarantee virtually placing 
Cuba under an American proteotoracy, 
has b|en In the president's mind from the 
first. 


The developments of the next few weeks 


•will probably show whether the president 
believes the proposed demand for imme- 
diate payment of war claims would jeop- 
ardize the success of his general policy or 
not. 
Those who favor collecting these 


damages by means of warships say it is a 
method which is recognized by all the 
great nations. It is not an act of war. It 
iB merely an effort to seouro justice by 
methods wholly within the choice of a na- 
tion which has a good claim and which, 
in its own opinion, has behind ifc the need- 
ed power to make such a demand effective. 
What Spain would do if wo were to de- 
mand the Ruiz and other indemnities at 
the month of a cannon, with 48 hours 
given in which to produce the money on 
board an American man-of-war, is an 
open question. Some think she would 
resist, others that she would succumb as 
meekly as little Haiti did to the kaiser. 


The Speaker's Views. 


A new factor in the situation is the re- 


port that Speaker Reed is in favor of do- 
ing just this thing. He ?s-represented as 
saying to one of his friends that the timo 
has come when the United States should 
collect some of those Spanish claims, and 
collect them, not with a card in its hand, 
but a cannon. It is within my knowledge 
that members of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the house who are the intimate 
friends of the speaker are now hard at 
work upon these Spanish claims. They 
are investigating the character and extent 
of Spain's obligations under them and 
the efforts which the state department has 
made to collect them from the Madrid 
government. It would surprise no one if 
the committee, which represents Speaker 
Reed, were to bring into the house at an 
early day a resolution asking for a full re- 
port from the state department concern- 
ing c!:in:a of American citizens pending 
against Spain. 


There arc rumors also that this will be 


followed by a resolution calling upon the 
president to collect these claims, if neces- 
sary with force. If such a resolution is 
ever introduced by the foreign affairs coin- 
iriittee, it will make a great stir in the 
world. It will be tantamount to serving 
notice upon Spain that at last the patience 
of the representatives of the American 
people is exhausted, and that no matter 
Whnt the executive may do the popular 
branch of congress wants action. Such a 
resolution wonld anger Spain almost bo- 
yond endurance and might easily lead to 
the most serious complications. 


A Singular Coincidence. 


It is regarded as a singular coincidence 


that at this time there* should bo rumors 
qf such action concerninR our Spanish 
cjaims both from tho executive and the 
congressional ends of the government. 
This coincidence has suggested to some 
observers the possibility that tho president 
and Speaker Reed are to a certain extent 
rivals for popular favor and that both have 
hijt upon the same device, or it may be 
tfcafc the plae had its origin in tho fertile 
brain of Mr. Heed, and that the president, 
who hears about all, the gossip that's go- 
ing in Washington, learned of the spcak- 
K£'S intentions and proceeded to put the 
state department machinery in motion on 
bis own account. However this may be. 
there is here the keenest curiosity as to thr 
outcome. 


Speaker Reed has always been regarded 


an ultra conservative on the Cuban ques- 
tion. Therefore tho surprise would bo all 
tho greater if ho were now to favor a poi- 
icy such as that which rumor credits him 
with being tbo father of. But it must bo 
borne in mind that Mr. Reed i.s not oiily 
ambitious on his own account, but that 
the nmbiticns of a great number of Ro- 
puhlicnn congressmen arc to a large ex- 
tent within bis keeping. Those gentlemen 
jnust soon go before their constituents for 
re-nomination end re-election. They nnt- 
utally want something to stand on, some- 
thing to tell their people about. What 
could be better campaign ammunition for 
them than a resolution against, Hpjiiu 
vrbich, while not directly interfering with 
the president's prerogative nor yet bring- 
ing on war, would still mako a great stir 
throughout the world, and perhaps load to 
the most stupendous consequences.

To lie-in at the beginning, Charles F. 


Thorpe was the son of an innkeeper near 
Cheltenham, England, and at the ago of 
IS had tho reputation of being a roisterer. 
He did not drink or pninblo, and no ono 
could say that hewasdishonest,or unlllial, 
but ho craved adventure, and was con- 
stantly in trovble. He became n poacher 
simply for the fun of outwitting the game- 
keepers. 
Ho took farmers' horses from 


tho stables and rede them away that ho 
might enjoy the hue and cry raised over 
horse thieves 
IIo disguised himself and 


stopped travelers on the highway and gave 
the newspapers and the tavern loungers 
something to talk about. In one way and 
another before he was 20 years old ho had 
cost his father £1,000 and made himself 
notorious, though no one believed him vi- 
cious. 
One night when poaching ho acci- 


dentally wounded a gamekeeper, and for 
this ho was sentenced to 20 years of penal 
servitude. This was in the clays when 
England sent her felons to Australia, and 
in duo time young Thorpe landed with 
others at Botany Bay. 


How long the innkeeper's son remained 


•with the convicts I do not remember, nor 
can I recall the particulars of his escape. 
When I first met him, and, in fact, when 
I first heard his story, I was herding sheep 
on tho Bognn river, in the provinces of 
New South Wales, 300 miles to the north- 
west of Sydney. I had a herd of 2,000 
sheep in charge and was living alono in a 
rude shanty 15 miles from any other herd- 
er or white man. 
Those were the palmy 


days of bushrangers, but 1 had been care- 
fully coachi-d as to how to treat them in 
case of a call, and also knew it to bo a fact 
that they seldom offered violence to herd- 
ers. 


One evening after my herd had been 


rounded up and I was cooking my supper 
a lone bushranger walked in on me. Ho 
had such a youthful face that I at first 
took him for some stockman's son, but as 
he shared my meal ho told mo his story. 
He was young Thorpe, the innkeeper's 
son, and he had then been in tho Inish sev- 
eral months. IIo had no complaints to 
make about his sentence or how ho had 
been used at the penal colony. Ho was in 
goc.'i health, full ot good nature, and his 
con 
v.'t life had not hardened his heart 


At that time he was alone, though he had 
a splendid horse and a good outfit pf lire- 
arms. He made not the slightest hesitation 
-in telling mo his history and his future 
plans. 


Tho life of a bushranger just suited his 


adventurous spirit, and he said he would 
not give it up if offered a free pardon. We 
did not exactly enter into an offensive and 
defensive alliance, but before ho went 
away it was tacitly understood that I 
would give no information to tho authori- 
ties and in return I was not to be dis- 
turbed. In the early days of sheep herding 
in Australia the herder who did not make 
some sort of compromise with bushrangers 
was not sure of his life for a week. 


Young Thorpe had no sooner taken to 


tho bush than he was given tho title of 
"Captain Charlie " For tho first seven or 
eight months he had no companion. Din-- 
ing this time all his work was on the 
highway. He held up several stages and 
half a hundred travelers, and on three oc- 
casions shot men from their saddles. IIo 
had the reputation of being brave to reck- 
lessness and ot being a square man. 
He 


would not rob a poor man, nor would ho 
shoot unless fired upon first. If he stopped 
a st;igc and there were women passengers, 
he treated them with the utmost courtesy. 
He would take nothing from a settler 
without paying for it, and now and then 
he gave them warning that tho natives 
were out on a raid and gave them time to 
prepare for defense. 


As a matter of fact, Captain Charlie, 


though an escaped convict, with a reward 
on his head, and a bushranger and an out- 
law, with additional rewards offered for 
hjs capture or death, was looked upon 
with such favor by herders and settlers 
that the mounted police hunted for him in 
vain. He wouij' probably have continued 
to work alone had it not been for an 
escaped convict named Treat. This man 
was thoroughly vicious and had not a re- 
deeming trait In escaping from the penal 
settlement he killed two of tho guards, 
and ho was no sooner in the bush than ho 
gathered around him five or six other hard 
cas.es and began a merciless war on all 
Butsidors. 


In threo months they killed eight trav- 


plers, settlors and herders, and, not content 
with highway robbery, they looted stores, 
taverns and farmhouses and applied tho 
torch in sheer wantonness. Looking upon 
Captnin Charlie as a. namby pain by fellow, 
who was unworthy Of being called a bush- 
ranger, they sought to hunt him down 
and kill him. In self defense ho organized 
a band of his own, numbering live, and, 
though they wore pretty tough fellows, lie 
held them well in hand and would permit 


I of no violence when it could bo avoided. 


I Tho first meeting between the two bands 


i took place on my range. 


Treat had somehow heard that I was 


I friendly to Captain Charlie. Ho mado a 


i night ride of IJ5 miles with his bnml to kill 


j juc and destroy tho herd. 
Tho captain 


I heard of his intentions, and just at sunrise 


j one morning both bands rodo out of tho 


i scrub within 50 rods of my hut. 
A fight

two weekB I assisted one of the . band to 
givu them such attention as I could. Dur- 
ing this interval tho captuin culled evory 
two or three days. He was always'the 
mine—jolly, good natural and hopeful. 
If 1 trlod to lead the conversation into a 
swlous channel, as 1 boiuctiincs did. hav- 
ing u «>al liking for the 111:111 and fueling 
concerned as to his future, ho would listen 
lur a luonieut iuul then laughingly sny: 


"Xo more of that, plcaso. I thoroughly 


enjoy this sort o$ life, but no matter "b,tnv 
much 1 hated if theiv would be no cluiuoo 
for me. I shall llvo whilo I live. When I 
uni dead, there may bo a ft;wto speak well 
of me." 


One day Captain Charlie and his band 


appeared at thu huiiMi <if a hottler mimed 
Allliright with information that tho blacks 
were inn. on a raid and would attack tho 
promises. Mrs. Allbright, her daughter 
and one of tho farm ImiuM were tho only 
person.-, a Unit tho place. They knew that 
iho iiu'll wcro bu-,lirniwr.«,, but welcomed 
them ixMvrtlu-los. 
V> hilu the houso was 


being pi:t in u state of clefen.-,e a .iwdgo 
from Sjdney, who was up tho < ountry un 
biisuieb.s, arrived, and a few minutes later 
a lieutenant ol police and one of his men, 
who had been down tho country to give 
testimony in a c-'.<-c, also put in an appear- 
ance. It was an eniburrusbing position, 
at least lor the jud^u and police, but they 
hail (bo f;uod sense to. make tho best of it. 
The bl.icks gathered in .strong lorce, but 
were beaten oti \\itligrontloK.-,. lint lor 
tho presence of the bushrangers they would 
have \vi]-ed out e'UH-ything 


When rlie light was over, the judge took 


Ci>plain Charlie aside and had a long and 
curliest, coin creation with him. lie warned 
him that it was only a (jue&tion of wtiiks 
or months when ho would be shot down in 
the bush or eaptmed and hanged. If tho 
bushranger would surrender, every intlu- 
enoo would be brought to bear to shorten 
his sentence and secure a full pardon. The 
lieutenant of police added his arguments to 
those of the judgo, but Captain Charlie re- 
spectfully replied that he had decided on 
his course »nd nothing could change him. 
It was a wild, adventurous life ho had al- 
ways craved, rnd the fact that his life was 
at stake added, additional charm. 


An adventure much talked of through- 


out Now ^'outh AVales was the''bailing 
up'' of a band of 1(5 mounted police, who 
had followed Captain Charlie and three of 
his men into the hills. Worn out with 30 
hours' of hard ridiog, the entire band of 
police fell asleep at night in their camp. 
The bushrangers crept in on them and run 
off their horses and removed every firearm 
and then vanished. Every one could have 
been killed as he slept, but no ono was 
.harmed. 


On another occasion Captain Charlie 


learned that two bushrangers who had 
lately set up in business in his territory 
had made prisoners of three men and their 
wives, who were traveling by stage,, and 
were holding them in the hills for ransom. 
He made a ride of 40 miles with h|s men 
and finally found the captives. 
As tho 


bushrangers refused to give them up with- 
out ransom the captain paid ovei- to them 
the sum of S»2;'UOO in gold and escorted tho 
grateful people to the nearest farmhouse, 
lie then returned and warned the two tres- 
passers to leave his territory, and while 
making their way north they were cap- 
tured by tho police. 


In only one instance did this chevalier 


of the bush betray a spirit of revenge. -A 
settler whom he had several times be- 
friended put the police on his track, and 
in escaping pursuit he rode his favorite 
horse to death. Later on he captured his 
betrayer on the highway and tied him to 
a tree and gave him a terrible whipping. 
A police captain boasted that if ho ever 
got sight of the outlaw he would shoot 
him down instead of trying to capture 
him. One"day Captain Charlie rode up to 
the police station wnen the ofliccr was 
there, with two of his men and drove them 
into a room and turned tho key 
Before 


doing so he took tho officer's pistols, badge 
and cap, and iheso relics were afterward 
exhibited "to many settlers and travelers. 
' In hfeldingjfrlfa stage'a passenger who was 
carrying a^'alrge sum of money for another 
party was relieved of it. 
The messenger 


was arrested as having embezzled tho 
money, and his reputation as nn honest 
man was in a fair way to be ruined when 
Captain Charlie read of the ,case in tho 
newspapers "and at once returned the full 
sum, accompanied by his card and compli- 
ments. 


For a period of two years and a half 


Captain Charlie held full sway in the dis- 
trict, hotly pursued most of the time, but 
always escaping. But at last his time came, 
as it came to all others of his ilk. 
There 


was a quarrel in his band and it divided. 
Ho came to my hut with a companion one 
night at midnight, and after I had pre- 
pared them a meal they lay down and 
Elcpt until daylight. Meanwhile the men 
who had broken away got word to the po- 
lice, and at daylight the bluecoats were 
in ambush around the hut. As tho two 
men stepped out they were shot down in 
their tracks, and both were dead when the 
officers got to them. 
Somewhere among 


the hills Captain Charlie had planted 
Founder believed to amount to $"50,000, 
but though it has been searched for by 
scores of men for the last 35 years it has 
never been found. With these two men 
died the last of tho bushrangers in tha.t 
province, and though the police took great 
credit to themselves there was hardly a 
settler who didn't have a word of regret 
for the robber'who had so often put him- 
self out to do others a good turn.

John W. Keller, President of the Charity 


Commibrti'.Mirrs, and His Pessimistic Views 
of Journalism—Something Ahout That 
Queer Functionary, the Wlbkiiisfcie. 


XLW YOKK, Jan. 1 .—[Special.]—Tho 


plum of nil the place's assigned to newspa- 
per men in the now city government is 
that o^ president and coin;i:i.^hioner of tho 
:lrj)in ni'i-nt of public- charities now held by 
John \V. Keller. 


Mr, Keller's services to Tammany havs 


been entirely personal. For son>o yenr.s be- 
fore its cicmihC lie was managing editor of 
iho New York Recorder. 
Its politics was: 


Republican, and ic worked as earnestly for 
the downfall ot Tammany and to elecc the 
reform government which went out on 
Jan. 1 Ifiht as any newspaper in the town. 


Jieljer's Journalistic Career. 


Mr. Keller's recent journalistic work 


mentioned in thi^ corrchponclenco just aft- 
er the reel nt Press club election wiu not 
political at all. He was rho''Cholly Knick- 
erbocker" 01' The Journal, and he bent his 
energies to tho task of recording the say- 
ings and doinjjs of society, assuming to 
write from an insido viewpoint. But whilo 
tho recent municipal campaign was on ho 
labored with enthusiasm for tho Tammany 
cause, im:king many speeches and devot- 
ing much of his tiine otherwise to the 
cause, lie is of umisual stature, being sev- 
eral inches more than 6 feet tall and well 
proportioned. His voice is of good carry- 
ing power, and he made an exceedingly 
eftective street speaker. 


Mr. Keller's career to date is a good ex- 


ample of what may be done by a young 
man from tho outside in New York. 
He 


camo here somo 12 or 15 years ago with 
low or IK) friends and no settled means of 
making a livelihood. But he could write 
fair English, he had the knack of making 
friends, and ha had the nose for news. Aft- 
er some preliminary skirmishing he got a 
job as repoiter at just about enough to 
pay his living expenses. Ho did not re- 
main a reporter long, however. When The 
Recorder was started, he had one of the 
best places on The Times. 


Tho" beginning of The Recorder, now 


half forgotten, was much like the begin- 
ning of The Journal .under Hearst. The 
men who started the paper had money in 
pleaty and announced that they were 
prepared to make up a staff composed of 
.stars from all tho other papers. One of tho 
first men they reached for was Keller, and 
he served Tho Recorder almost but not 
quite to the day of its death. He is now 
one of Mr. Croker's prime favorites. Ho 
has just entered the Democratic club, hav- 
ing been proposed by the boss, and is un- 
derstood to bo slated for all sorts of prefer- 
ment in the future. 


Mr. Keller is probably glad to be rid of 


journalism-for good and all in spite of tho 
fact that his success was greater than that 
of the average nev.topaper man. 
I£ his 


published utterances legarding tho busi- 
ness of writing and editing which ap- 
peared in Tho Forum in ISllii were an ac- 
curate Index of the facts, there would bo 
no hope yjiatever for tho miserable chaps 
who make copy for the newspapers, and 
tho editors would be little better off, in 
spite of-the.fact that in Kew York at least 
they receive better pay than college pro- 
fessors, and the financial returns of writ- 
ers generally in this city average up very 
respectably alongside the compensation re- 
ceived by tho run of professional men. 
Keller's characterization of the ways of 
newspaper publishers was such as would 
certainly ha'ie warranted prosecution for 
libel bad ho not been careful to "name no 
names.'' 


Apropos of Keller's attitude regarding 


his calling five years ago, it may be stated 
that Hearst has just discharged a wholesale 
lot of able journalists from the paper last 
enjoying the benefit of the present charity 
commissioner's pen. Just how many there 
are of these released copy manufacturers 
has not transpired. One rumor hath it 
that the number is 14 and that each hath 
been a §100 a week man. Another story 
puts the number as nearer 20 and the av- 
erage weekly pay cut off as tinder S50. 


. The Wiskinskio. 


Although the papers have begun to say 


things about the wiskinskie, a Tammany 
functionary who has not been much in 
evidence for se\ernl year?, ho does not ap- 
pear as yet to havo begun active work un- 
der the' new Tammany regime. He had 
pretty hard lines while the Strong admin- 
istration was in and talked a good deal 
about resigning. 
Whether the old system 


will now be continued is of course a 
Tammany matter upon which, no outsider 
can shed light in advance. 


It is the general impression, I think, 


that the wiskinpkio is only a slang nnire 
for collector. This is a mistake, lam- 
many Hall has sachems, 13 in number, 
who act as a governing board; a saga- 
more, who has formal charge of tho organ- 
ization's property, and a wi?kinskio is 
nominally a doorkeeper, but who for years 
has added tho collection of dues from the 
members of tho organization to the rathei 
slight duties of that place. 


\\bon Tammany went out of power, tho 


wiskinskie was one Dan Donegan. It was 
his duty to Collect a certain percentage of 
salaries from all city employees and of- 
ficials whose compensation was in excess 
of $1,300 and not more than $2,000 a year. 
In order to ir.ako snro that the money 
would always bo forthcoming Donegan 
used to bo on hand at the city hall ovary 
pay day, and tho officials were Mire to 
meet him. smiling and receptive, before 
they got ajvay from the building. Their 
contributions were not compulsory, not at 
all. But, as two or three who took ad- 
vantage of that fact discovered to theii 
cost, something exceedingly awkward was 
likely to happen to any one who failed to. 
give up the dough. 
/ 


A Job Not to Be Sneezed At. 


It has been estimntcd that Doncgan's 


annual collections under the old regime 
amounted to $100,000 a year at least. If 
the army of officials in thu rcrvico of the 
greater new city are. all subject to wiskin- 
skieism, tho returns will bo of almost im- 
perial propoitions. It used to bo said that 
Donegan got 10 per cent of his collections, 
but i> per cent is a more, likely figure. His 
incomo w as not to bo sneezed at oven at 
tha smaller percentage, and after his own 
contribution was deducted, especially as 
he held an official plaeo in the. city govern- 
ment besides his wiskinskiedom, his pny 
would bo a really good thing now in case 
the officials of all tho boroughs were 
obliged to cough up. 


It should not bo understood that, tho 


small fry and the, big fish were exempt 
because they did not pay to the wiskinhkie. 
The small men's contributions were mndo 
to tho leaders. The men receiving the 
'highest salaries used 1o pay direct to tho 
treasurer of tho oraaniz-'Hion.

No mmter how fav you HM> 
havo wandered hitherto or how inuny fa- 
mous gorges and valleys you ha\o seen, thi- 
one, the Urand canyon ot tho Colorado, 
will heeni as no\e\ to you, as unearthly in 
tho color and grandeur and quantity of 
its architecture, us if you had found it aft- 
er death on some other star; so incompar- 
ably lovely and grand and supremo is it 
above all the other delightful canyons in 
our fire molded, earthquake shaken, rain 
washed, wave washed, river and glacier 
sculptured world. It is about 0,000 ieet 
deep where you first sec it, and from i-jni 
to rim 10 to !."> miles wide. 
And instead 


of being dependent for interest on water- 
falls, depth, wall sculpture and beauty of 
parklika lloor, like most other great can- 
yons, no waterfalls jiro in sight and no 
appreciable floor space. 


The big river has ju=t room enough tc

But in no cas< 
was she worsted in these campaigns 
All her daughters married well, thank: 
to their mother's skill and tact. Th< 
eldest. Lady Charlotte, became Duchesi 
of Richmond; the second. Susan, mar- 
ried the Duke of Manchester; anothei 
was Marchioness of Cornwalhs; anoth- 
er captured the greatest prize of all 
the enormously wealthy Duke of Bed- 
ford. 
Only one of the five married E 


commoner, and her husband owned s 
baronetcy and was at the head of an 
ancient family. 


In 1704 the duchess set about raising 


a regiment to serve against the French 
She pranced about the highlands dress- 
ed in tai'tan and feathered "bonnet," 
and every man who 'listed had the 
privilege of claiming a kiss from the 
great lady's lips in lieu of the' custom- 
ary shilling-. Within four weeks this 
extraordinary woman had enrolled fullj 
800 men. and a month later the new 
regiment was formally recognized a: 
the 
"One ^Hundredth Gordon high- 


landers," a designation which it stii. 
proudly bears. 


The duchess died in London April 14 


3S12, and her body was borne, ami£ 
highland honors and followed by vast 
crowds, to the Gordon burial place al 
Kinrara. On her deathbed she declared 
that she wanted no other epitaph thar 
this: "Here lies Jane of Gordon, b> 
some styled Matchmaking Jeannie. She 
raised a. regiment for her king anc 
country, and among her sons and sons- 
in-law were four dukes, one marquu 
and a baronet."

The teirible burning accident in Zylo- 


Tuesday morning proved fatul to 


Miss Daltou, tlie housekeeper, who died 
at the hospital in this city early thi8 


morning. Although her injuries were at 
first thought to be less serious than thos0 
of Mr. Walz, it was seen during the night 
that she could not live. 


She sufl'ered terribly from the burns, in 


spite of everything that could be done to 
relieve her pain. She became unconscious 
at 3 o'clock, and died at 6.55. The death 
was undoubtedly due largely to the shoes 
of the accident, her constitution not being 
strong enough to bear np under it. 


She bore the suffering with great cour- 


age and endurance, and expressed her 
sorrow that she had caused others to suf- 
fer. She knew she would die and said that 
she did not fear the end. 


The condition 
of Mr. Walz is still 


serious, but it is thought that he will 
probably recover. His burns were more 
severe than those of Miss Dalton. but" hi 
strength proved to be greater, and wiu 
undoubtedly save him. He suffers greatly 
and it will be some weeks at the best be- 
fore he can be removed from the hospital 


C. Mannestnann, one of the brothers of 


the firm by whom Miss Dalton and Mr. 
Walz were employed, was telegraphed 
Tuesday afternoon, and he reached thig 
city in the evening, bringing with him Dr. 
Kiliani, one of the most expert spscilists 
of New York. He went at once to the 
hospital, and will stay until Mr. Walz is 
out'of danger. 


Before her death Miss Dalton told the 


doctors the exact cause of the explosion. 
She lighted the alcohol 
burner, but 


noticed after it was burning that there 
was not enough alcohol in II. She there" 
fore blew the light out, and started to 
pour more alcohol from a can. In pour- 
ing out the 
alcohol 
the first time, 


however, some alcohol had been spilled 
on a table and accidentally lighted. This 
was still burning, and caused the explo- 
sion by tne spilling of more at the second 
filling of the burner. 


The action of Mr. Walz was-very heroic. 


He heard the girl's screams, and rushed 
from his room to her aid. He was clothed 
jn his night robe, and had nothing with 
which to put out the flames. He seized 
the burning girl,and attempted to beat out 
the 
flames 
with 
his 
hands, 
in 


doing 
which his night robe caught 


fire and he himself required aid. The 
fire was finally extinguished by Rhine- 
hard Mannesmann, who threw over the 
two people a bath robe and overcoats. 
He was burned siightly in his efforts. Aid 
was at once summoned, and when the 
doctors arrived, Mr. Walz refused to allow 
his own burns to be dressed until Miss 
Dalton had besn cared for. 


The awful death of,Miss Dalton has 


greatly shocked the people of Adama, 
where she and her family are well known 
and popular. She has taken an import- 
ant part in the social and benefo- 
lent work of the town, having been sen- 
ior vice-commander of the Woman's 
Relief corps,and a promoter in the league 
of the Sacred Heart at St.Thomas church. 
She was an active worker, and was loved 
by all those who learned to know her 
character. 


Miss Mary A. Dalton was born in Che- 


shire nearly 25 years ago. She was the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Patrick Dalton. 
The family moved to Adams about 16 
years, and the children were educated in 
the schools there. 
Miss Dalton had 


worked in the 
Renfrew 
mills until 


about a year 
ago, 
when she went 


to work at the Mannessmann residence 
She leaves a mother, two brothers, James, 
who lett for Sj racuse only a few days ago, 
and John, who is a conductor on the local 
street railway, and two sisters, Sarah and 
Bridget. The funeral arrangements have 
not yet been made. 


The death will necessitate an examina- 


tion by the medical examiner, and Dr. O. 
J. Brown of this city is making an inves- 
tigation and will report to the state au- 
thorities later in the week.

Sheriffs Fuller and Chenery on Plan of 


Abolishing Local Hangings. 


The plan of the sheriffs of the state to 


have a bill introduced in the legislature 
providing that all executions shall take 
place in the state prison at Charlestown 
has aroused mnch interest throughout the 
state. The advantages of such n metnod, 
as first outlined in THK '1 IIANSCUIPT. are 
so overwhelming that opinion seems tc- be 
unanimous in tavor of the idea. 
The 


Springfield Republican has secured inter- 
views on the subject from the sheriff* of 
the four western counties of the state 
which show how those who now bave ex- 
ecutions in charge regard the matter. 
The interviews with Sheriffs Fuller of 
Berkshire and Chenery of Franklin i>.re 
given here. 


Shfriir l''siHer''f» Opinions. 


Sheriff Charles W. Fuller said: "I have 


always been opposed to executions in the 
county jails, and that long before I be- 
came sheriff. So Ions: as the law is as it 
is, that punishment for a capital crime is 
by the noose and the scaffold, I think the 
state should have one central place, prob- 
ably the state-prison, with all the ap- 
pliaLCDS and a man who i*, to use an old 
expression, 'a regular hangman.' 
Be- 


sides there are now so many hangmen in 
the state that the central plan seems to 
me to be the besb that can be suggested.'" 


"By this, do you mean that shersfi's 


want-to evade their duty in that respec.?'' 
was asked, 


"Not at all," was his prompt reply. 


"While no sheriff; or, perhaps, no prison 
official covets the job of putting his fel - 
lowmau to death, on tho other band,from 
my acquaintance with the sheriffs of the 
state I dare say there is none of them who 
by this means seeks to shirk a duty which 
he knows may fall to him incident to his 
election. 
But the plan proposed has 


many advantages and the old one seems 
to offer none." 


"What, in your estimation, are the ad- 


vantage; t ' was asked. 


"Well, there is the item of expense,'' 


he said "in the first place. It cost Berk- 
shire county about $300 to execute Coy a 
few years ago. 
I want here to dispel the 


opinion that is prevalent that the high 
sheriff receives |300 for an execution. He 
receives nothing extra; it is included in 
hi> salary and he gets nothing extra 
whatever. Even if he did, I should advo- 
cate the change as strongly as I do now. 
The execution of John TenEyckby the 
late Sheriff Root cost even more than that 
for there was then an expense of the 
scaffold. There are attendants, deputies, 
and other exoenses, so that an ordinary 
execution costs about the $300, said to 
have been the bill in Franklin county." 


"Aside from the expense, wh<it other 


advantages are there?" was next in- 
quired. 


"It relieves the sheriff of anxiety, es- 


pecially from the time the sentence is 
pronounced until it is finally executed. 
There must be death watches and guards, 
and there is always a feeling by the sher- 
iff that tomething may happen that the 
law may be cheated and he be criticised. 
Then there is a liability of mistakes, as 


8ome really shocking spectacles 
have 


been Witnessed in executions where there 
has been bungling. A man expert in such 
matiers, as in'the case of the execution of 
Durrant, where the hangman had offi- 
ciated at several executions, makes it 
more humane to say the least than for a 
[ 


novice who may never have attempted 
such a sad duty before. In this county 
both executions ha*ve been successful in 
that respect. 


"And then another and more important 


advantage is the relief from the clamor 
for tickets oa the part of those who have 
a curiosity to see an execution, I was be- 
sieged only recently by many who wante"1 


my aid in getting tickets to the execution 
of O'Neil last week, and which 1 could not 
grant, of course. I can appreciate the 
situation of Sheriff Chenery in the matter, 
as I know what pressure was brought to 
bear oil Sheriff Crosby at the execution of 
William Coy a few years ago and would 
be upon ine were an execution to take 
place during my administration. A prison 
away from the scene of the crime is the 
proper place. An execution stirs up a 
community and nervous people, women 
especially, are for days excited and some 
have to leave the city at the date of the 
execution. 


"The local jail is not the place for an 


execution, especially in this day of the 
world. As I said before, I am now and 
always have been in favor of the action 
proposed to be taken in the matter of the 
new law and shall be glad to do anything 
I can to effect a change in the method of 
executions as now in force."

county, when asked for his views yester- 
day on the proposition, said that lie would 
briefly give his reasons for the adoption 
of that plan. In the first place, no sheriff 
likes to do it, and. secondly, it would be 
an immense saving to the state to have 
some central point of execution, instead 
of each county doing its execti'-io;:s, rs at 
present. Under the present system each 
county has to provide the necessary ap- 
paratus for executing criminals, or hire> 
as was the case here at the O'Neil execu- 
tson. 


Every county would probably keep its 


own criminals till tho time of execution 
dieiv near and then quietly remove them 
to the placa of execution. All the sheriffs 
in the slate are heartily in favor of the 
plan. It has been tried in other states 
and has given good satisfaction where- 
ever tried. There is every good reason 
for adopting Ihs change, and no gooi rea- 
son can bs given for continuing the pres- 
ent system. With all the sheriffs in the 
state unanimously in favor of the adop- 
ticnofthe proposed change, and in the 
absence of any good reason for continuing 
the old plan it would seem that the legis- 
lature would accede to the 
manifest 


wishes of the people.

POLICE RECORDS OF A YEAR, 


Arrests and Recommendations as Given 


in Chief Kendall's Annual Report. 


Chief Kendall's annual report 'on the 


work of tne police department for last 
year contains some interesting statistics 
on the arrests which have been made. 
There are also some recommendations 
which are well worthy of consideration. 


The total uumbur of arrests for the year 


preceding December 1 was 1,434. Sep- 
tember proved t-j be the most sinful 
month, 171 being landed in the police 
station during its SO days. The smallest 
number was in January, when only 84 ar. 
rests were made. Just 70 per cent., or 
980, of the persons arrested were bcrn in 
this country. There were 174 of Irish and 
12S of Canadian birtb, and almost every 
country of Europe is represented in the 
list. 


By occupations, the largest number are 


classed as laborers. Thera were 469 of 
these. Next 00210 those who ha<i no oc- 
cupation, with 130. Weavers furnished 
121, and two sailors were among the num- 
ber. 
Over half, or just S30, wore arrested 


for drunkenness. 
Tha ac i i;y of the 


force is shown in the record or' C7 for lar- 
ceny. 
' 


The department recovered stolen prop- 


erty to the value of ,?l,7o6, suppressed 60 
disturbances, found 162 buildings open, 
extinguished seven fires without turning 
in alarms, and did other services to the 
public that are not usually credited to 
them by the people who know of the 
police force only through seeing a blue 
coaton tl e street, 


During^ tne year two new boxes were 


added to the signal system. There were 
41,975 duly calls rung in during the year. 
Pour patrolmen were added to the force, 
making the present number 16 men. The 
patrolmen's room in the station house has 
been enlarged and conveniences have 
been added. 


Under recommendations Chief Kendall 


-makes several points. The greatest need 
is for a patrol wagon, for which h'orses 
.could be furnished by hire at the livery 
'stable where the wagon could be kept. 
For drivers, some of the men at the stable 
could be appointed special officers to act 
as 
temporary 
drivers, 
which would 


auawpr present purposes. The rorce also 
should be enlarged, the report says.' The 
average in most cities is given as one po- 
liceman for each thousand inhabitants- 
There is also needed a matron for woman 
prisoners, and the lockup is described as 
in need of improvements.

COUNTY TREASURER'S REPORT, 


Expenses and Receipts of Berkshire 


for the Past Year. 


County Treasurer George H. Tucker 


has completed his report for the year 
1897. It includes the expenses of the 
house of correction for a year and a 
quarter and the salaries and bills of the 
county for 13 months. This last month is 
added on account of the change in the 
law which necessitates keeping 
the 


county books open until January 10. 


The expenses for courts, highways,med- 


ical examiners and other matters for the 
same period are under the old law. The 
expenses of the courts are paid during or 
at the close of the session. ' Treasurer 
Tucker says that hereafter the yearly 
statement of the county will be tor 12 
months, as a clean sheet is started under 
this new order of things. 


The treasurer's report shows a balance 


on hand January 1,1897, of §23,529; county 
tax for 1S97, §88,000; temporary loans, 
§35,000; dog fund, §7722; dog licenses, 59076! 
register of deed's fees, §4321; other smaller 
receipts bring the amount up to §174,013. 
The expenditures include, county debt, 
§16,800; temporary loan, §35,000; salaries 
of county officers for 13 months, 812,441; 
care and support of prisoners at house of 
correction and salaries, §21,162; highways 
bridges and'land damages, $16,867; salaries 
of justices, §7688; expenses of the courts, 
84469; criminal costs in superior court, 
§5975; civil expenses in supreme and su- 
perior courts, |3586; repairing and fur- 
nishing county buildings, 
§7690; dog 


money refunded, §470S; interest, §6587; and 
many other minor expenses, leaving a 
balance in the treasury oi §9259.
